What the Episcopalians, Catholics 
and-Lutherans Must Surrender In 
Order to Have a Solid Church Fed- 
eration — Anglicans and. Catholics 
Have Some Things In ‘Common— 
Latter Have Most to Give Up. 

Sunday, Jan. 30.—The. third meet- 
ing tor the considerution of Church 
keuerution was heid to-day, ‘The spu-

The text was 
the sume as on the two previous 0¢ 
‘cusions, “Bay ye not, A federation, 
to all them tw whom tuls people snull 
suy, A kederauou; neither fear ye 
their fear, nor be afraid’ (isaian 
‘viii, 12). ‘The speaker ‘said :— 

We meet to-duy to consider what 
sacrifices would need to be made in 
the interests of feaeration by. the 
three oldest denominations of Chris- 
teudom. Of these Lutherans have 
least to aurrenuer. ‘Their tenucily for 
the Word o1 Gou they atuy’ stidd maio- 
tain, even thougu overs of tne fed- 
eruted bodies might more and more 
abandon the Huy Scriptures, Uuuer 
Jeauership of the universities, colieges 
‘and seminaries teacmug Higher-Criti- 
cism-lutideliry ana the Kvo.ution the- 
ory. ‘The federation nevertheless 
would still permit Lutherans and 
others to love und reverence the Word: 
of God und yet be in feilowship. Al- 
‘mighty God, the Son of God and the 
Hoiy Spirit, firmy believed in by 
Lutuerans, would all be acknowledg- 
ed with more or less of mental reser- 


- vation by ull the denominations asso- 


ciated in the Federation. Nothing 
along these lines would need to 
abauduned, ven Lutuer’s plea ot 
consubstantiation in the Eucharist 
may be held without objection. kven 
the honor of being the first denoml- 
nation of the steformation might still 
_be neld. We conciude tnen that 
‘Lutherans would not be ‘required to 
‘sacrifice unytning. : 

| Episcopaiians und Catholics have 
‘some things in common. ‘the each 
‘eluim to represent the original apos- 
tolic Church. They each claim 
‘(through their bishops in the laying 
‘on of hanus). apegtolic authority. 
‘Vheir common cian) is that ail other 
‘denominations of Christiuns whuatso- 
‘ever ure false churches without Di- 
vine authoritiy and :hence not to be 
‘recognized “or tolerated.” Accordingly 
No minister of another denominution 
‘would be permitted to preach either 
‘in a Catholic or un Episeopalian pul- 
pit.’ And if by miischance such a 
‘circumstance should occur it would be 
‘eonsiuered necessary to-purge the su- 
‘ereu spot by u kinu of re-consecrution, 
‘From the standpoint of these denoml- 
‘nutions all others ure heretics; but, 
‘they suy, not willingly so, but ignor- 
anuy 80. 

Here note the fact that a cleavage 
ig in process among spiscupalians. 
‘A minority, termed high-churcumen, 
‘ure gradually separating Homeward, 
.while the majority are sharing the 
sentiments of Otuer Protestants, to 
the effect that the mutter of “apos- 
tolic succession” is probably less im- 
‘portant than their torelatners sup- 
posed. For the purposes o1 this dis- 
cission we muy without offense ig- 
More the higu-churen minocily and 
Buy that the Scriptures which plainly 
foretell the pertecting of Cnurch Fed- 
eration indicate tnat at will imelude 
Kpiscopallaus, but wil nut incluue 
Catholics. Nevertucless the intimation 
is that while the Feueration will be 
a Protestant one, it will uot be anu- 
catnolic. On the coutrury the two 
‘great systems, Catholic and Protest- 
‘ant, will fratermze and co-operate 
along vurious lines —- especiuuy i 
the manipulation of social and poli- 
tual influences, F 
; ‘Ine breauth of the Episcopal creéd 
will not call fur particular sacrifices 
$n Kederation, if only their pride on 
the subject of apostolic succession 
can be satisfied. ‘They are all pre- 
pureu to adinit thut no particular 
wisdom or holiness hus been com- 
Municated from generation to genera- 
tion, from bishop to bishop and trom 
bistiop to lower clergy through the 
juying on of hands. ‘Lhey are willing 
to aumit that there have been men 
as wise and others as foolish outside 
as inside their Communion. They ure 
willing to admit that no greater light 
upon tne Word of God and its meun- 
ing has come down- to” humanity 
through its channels. thun through 
outsiue channels. ‘hey ure willing 
to aumit that their clergy. have nu 
more of Divine Grace and rruth, Wis- 
dom and Power than have. others of 
Guu’s peuple, both clergy and laity, 
outside their buundaries. Henee they 
are willing, nay, anxious, tor Feder- 
ation, and ask only that their “face 
be saved,” by some ucknuwledg- 
ment of the loug-idolized thought th.t

They would urge Christians 
of the other denoniunutions; especiul- 
ly the clergy, to consider the advun- 
tuge which would accrue to the’ Fed- 
erution by having all Protestant min- 
jatera uccept their ordination... They 
do not claim that it would muke them 


wiser or better men, nor more efti-. 


clent teachers, eitner of truth or er- 


ror. But they do claim that it would. 


give them an authority -in the eyes 
of the people and give color and rea- 
sonableness ta the Federation of 
Muny churches with discordant creeds 
posing az one church iu the Federa- 
tion arrangrinent. ; - 

‘the arer nent ia, “The common peo- 
ple, the laity,’ are disposed more 
than ever to think for themselves on 
tcligious subjects and to study the 
Bible for themselves, If, therefore, 
4s ministers, you desire to hold the 
people in check 30 that they shall not 
think for themselves you would do 
well to concede the clalin of apvatolic 
succession—that uo one is>permitted 
to interpret or teuch the Bible except 
those who have received apostolic 
benediction. It was disregard of this 
claim of upostolic benediction which 
led to frecaom os thought on religious 
subjects und ultiniately led to the for- 
mution of the various ‘sects. You 
should now seek to restrict further 
investigation of thre Bible and further 
interpretation of it by accepting our 
theory, by permitting us to grant you 
recoguition in some simpie,form of 
the rights of apostolic 
througn our bishops. if you do not 
do so you will mure and more lose 
your hold on the people, for we ure 
coming more and more ‘to 4 time of 
jindiviuual thought on every topic. 

The Scriptures intimate that this 
arguinent wiil ultimately pfevail and 
great Protestant devomiuutions be 
in co-operation 
with Catholicism, tor qa short while 
dominate Christendom sociaily and 
politically, crushing out individual 
thougnt’and negativing and black-list- 
ing ull reiigious teachers ouside the 
federation and its Cutholic Ally. 
From this standpoint the Episcopul 
system will lose notning, but even be 
a guiner of prestige through the Fed- 
eration, 

For Catholics to join the Federation 
would signify the surrender of a greut 
deal, and yet, in the light of the 
Twentieth Century, surely much could 
be surrendereu without: any sacrifice 
of munhood— mereiy «with the sacri- 
fice of a little pride. ‘Kor: the Churen 
at Rome to federate with the Protezt- 
aut Churches would mean that ‘they 
ceuseu to protest and thut she relin- 
uished her peculiar claims: 

(1) That she alone is the Church ot 
Christ und has autiority to instruct; 

(2) Thut she is more than a Church 
or prospective Kingdom—thut to her 
hus been committeu by God the ruler. 
ship of the world in respect to all mat- 
ters temporal and xpiritual, hence 
pet she is the reigning Kingdom of 
Jod, 

(3) That her Pope is the authorized 
representative of Christ, unointed and 
couimussiuned of God tu fulfill ull the 
Propuecies of the Scriptures respect- 
ing the reign of Christ, his Millenni.:1 
Kingdom, ete.

KICKING AND KNOCKING.

Mr. Galbraith said Friday nighe 
the Town had been knocking the 
Western General Electric Com- 
pany for years and undertook to 
give the Town and citizens some 
forcible advice. So far as the 
‘News is concerned we never 
knocked the Western General Co. 
Our files will show we stood by 
the Company before the arbitra- 
tion. We claimed at that time we 
were getting the best light for 
the least money in Alberta, but 
just so soon as there was univer- 
sal harmony, J.T. Moore said ‘‘Go 
to; we might as well make some 
more money out of these people. 
We said we would give them 
phones at $10, but that was to 
crush out tne Bell people, and 
now that the poles have been re- 
moved from the streets, we must 
get some more money out of these 
people.’ And the rates went up 
like a balloon and the people 
kicked, and they had a right to 
kick. But there is a difference 
between kicking and knocking; 
Mr. Galbraith has got the two 
things mixed. The citizens are 


kicking at an injustice done them. 
Mr. Galbraith infers that they are 
knocking and doing an injustice 
to a much injured company. 


While we are on this subject 
we wish to draw Mr. Galbraitn’s 
attention to his remarks at the 
first Council meeting, when he 
said that he would not vote for 
an increase of salary to Commis- 
sioner Stephenson because his 
position was a delicate one and he 
would not vote on any important 
measure until he was secure in 
his seat. Now he is seconding 
the most important motion 
brought before the Council in 
years and takes a leading part in 
the affair. It makes all the diff- 
erence in the world whose ox is 
gored, 


Judging by our experience with 
the Ottawa politicians, says the 
Toronto Mail, the proposed navy 
ought to be a good thing, if not 
for the ccuntry, at least for the 
dominant interests. There is no- 
thing in which grafting can be 
More easily carried on than in 
shipbuilding and in the maintén- 
ance of vessels. Wealth is hid- 
den in the plans of the proposed 
scouts, and there will be much 
more in the furnishing of supplies 


as our experience with the Arctic 
makes clear. One of the great 


objections to the naval scheme is 
the fact that it will be accompan- 
ied by dishonesty. » 


‘Just as was expected, the As- 
quith government finds its reli- 
ance upon the Labor and Nation- 
alist parties to be anything but 
pleasing. These factions’ will 
certainly demand their pound of 
flesh, and each -concession to 
them will drive off more Liberals. 
The Government will fall either 
through refusing to surrender to 
its allies, or through conceding 
too much ‘and losing Liberal 
support. The Unionists are 
right in keeping up their organ- 
ization. It may be needed at 
any moment.

And say, we sure have 
a hockey team; and they’re 
smart too. Yes, they’ve got it on 
all of these other towns. Yes, of 
course, Stettler did beat us, but 
we refused to play anything but 
an exhibition game, and they 
gave us ahundred dollars to do 
that. Yes, and lots of the La- 
combe people got info the game 
free too. Well, he! he! you see it 
was this way. We telephoned 
Stettler to send 400 tickets for us 
to sell, and then the crowd just 
walked past the doorkeeper and 
told them we had tickets, and 
next day we sent the tickets back 
and said we couldn't sell ’em.

The Oddfellows’ . Hall: was 
crowded with ‘citizens on Wed- 
nesday evening last, in response 
to the call: of Mayor McKee, to 
discuss the question of publicity 
for the Town of Red JJeer. 

The chair.was taken by the 
Mayor, who called on G. W. 
Greene, president of the Board of 
Trade, to introduce the subject 
before the meeting. The Board 
of Trade favored a_ publicity 
agent at a salary of $1,500 per 
year, with $1,500 for literature 
apd other expenses, which was 
to be raised by private subscrip- 
tion and a town grant, the agent 
to devote his whole time to his 
duties. Mr. Greene contended 
the work of publicity had not 
been carried on as thoroughly as 
it should have been, owing to not 
having a man of this character to 
do the work. He thought that 
now was the time to get to work. 
We cannot delay if we are to make 
any progress. He did not believe 
in waiting until something turned 
up, but now was the time. Before 
many weeks something would be 
doing in Red Deer. He believed 
that before the end of the year 
the -Alberta Central -railway 
would be built from Red. Deer to 
the Rocky Mountain House. 
There were already five charters 
projected west of the C. & E. 
between Red Deer and Edmon- 
ton, and we should do allin our 
power: to further the line from 
this point. It would take some 
time for an agent to get his work 
in shape for a telling campaign, 
and now was the time in his 

opin.on to get to work. 

Mr. H. H. Gaetz moved a reso- 
lution that the time was oppor- 
tune for an aggressive publicity 
campaign and pledging the sup- 
port of the meeting to the same. 
While inaction may have been 
warranted by the conditions of 
the past three years, he believed 
conditions had changed and that 
the immigration of 1910 would: be 
the largest on record. He point- 
ed out their nutural advantages 
and the amount of undeveloped 
land in the neighborhood. <A 
publicity campaign would attract 
public attention to them, it would | 
educate their own people, and 


of loyalty throughout the dis- 
trict.. He pointed out the growth 
that had been made and believed 
that, with such a campaign, their 
population would reach over 
10,000 people in four years. He 
believed the most of tne money 
needed should be raised by pri- 
vate subscription; the town might 
make asmall grant. The reso- 
lution was seconded by Mr. H. 
G, Stone. 

Mr. Welliver criticized the plan 
along the same lines as at the 
Board of Trade meeting. He 
considered the scheme premature 
consequently it would do more 
harm than good. They had_no- 
thing to offer as yet, more than 
they had a couple of years ago, 
anu they would have people in 
before they were ready; they 
should wait until they -aad the 
railroads. Camrose had. no 
publicity agent, but had seven 
roads radiating out-of the town; 
Medicine Hat had a $2,500 pub- 
licity: man, and little to show for 
it. They should not take hold of 
conditions before they were ripe. 
Some said they were two years 
behind but they were not business 
men, and this was a case 
for business judgement. They 
had had more store and residence 
equipment than their growth 
warranted. He believed in a 
publicity campaign, ina publicity 
agent, but not now. His plan 
was to fix up the internal affairs 
first, their power, their light, tax 
rates, etc., he would work with 
the same organization as the 
Board of Trade now had. He 
would pay a secretaay more and 


P| would expect more work from 


him. He would get out a pam- 
phlet describing their advantages 
he would get after any railway 
projects shaping this way, he 
would send a man down to some 
mixed farming district in the 
States, perhaps another to East- 
ern Ontario, to stay there till he 
got a party organixed, and bring 
the party right through to Red 
Deer. He favored a 10,000 club. 
He would speak of Red Deer’as 
the ‘Educational Centre of Cen- 
| tral Alberta,’ the

of progress. When there was 
something to go on he would be 
there to help things along.

Mr. R. L. Gaetz favored the 
forward movement—having an 
agent whose full-time would be 
given to publicity work. He re- 
viewed the material that might 
be collected,: and which. would 
form a splendid advertisment for 
the district. They were too late 


rather than too soon, they must - 


sow. before they reaped. 

An amendment ed Mr. Welliver 
and Dr. Collison that the . Board 
of Trade plan for. a_ publicity 
ugent was premature, and that a 
more moderate campaign “for 
publicity should be carried out 
this year was put to the meeting 
and carried by 36 to 24, a large 
number not voting either way.

SPECIAL COUNCIL 


MEETING. 


TO RECONSIDER MOTION. 


A Lively Discussion. - 


A special meeting of the Town 
Council was held in the Town office 


‘Friday evening last, all. members be- 


ing present. road 

Mayor McKee said this meeting was 
called_to reconsider the motion passed 
at last meeting: It he had known it 
was his duty to vote with the Coun- 
cil he would have defeated the notion, 
but. he thought it was the duty of. the 
mayor only to give a casting vote. 
Had he know he had a vote he, would 
have voted. : 

Mr. Galbraith desired to know if 

the mayor had given the question 
He could not. 
understand how a motion could be 
passed at one meeting and rescinded 
at the next meeting. © He said in par- 
liamentary practise this question 
could not come up again. 
* The mayor said he consulted the 
solicitors and ‘was informed it would 
be the proper thing to do to recon- 
sider the motion, especially as it was 
out of order owing to no notice having 
been given, — : 

The solicitor said’ there was no 
doubt it was perfectly proper to re- 
consider the motion passed at last 
meeting. 

The mayor said all members should 
vote, according to ‘procedure by. law, 
unless excused. 

Councilor Galbraith did not wish 
to press this point, but there should 
be some precedent to go on. ' 

Councillor Gaetz suid no doubt 
there were instances where motions 
had been revoted on at next meeting 
of Council. There was no desire on 
his part to be arbitrary as to the 
question of re-consideration. He re- 
marked that perhaps it might have 
been better for the mayor to have 
consulted the mover and seconder’ of 
the motion when he determined to 
have the motion re-considered, and 
the proposition would have been 
acceded to, He believed the motion 
was out of order, but-the precedent to 
re-consider was a bad one. He ex- 
pressed his views frankly and had no 
further feeling in the matter. 

‘As the motion was a serious one the 
mayor said he felt strongly with re- 
gard to the matter. The only ones he 
had spoken to on the matter were 
Councillors Gaetz and Galbraith. He 
consulted the solicitors and they 
thought re-consideration the best 
thing to ‘do, especially as it was tak- 
ing the matter out of the solicitor’s 
hands. 

Councillor Hill moved, seconded by 
Councillor Tallman, that the motion 
passad at the last regular Council 
meeting re. the Town settling their 
differences with the Western General 
Electric Company by negotiation, be 
rescinded. 

Councillor Carscallen said if we re- 
consider this motion we should be 
sure of our ground. He would like to 
know more on this question. He re- 
membered a remark that one who 
voted for the motion should move to 
re-consider the motion. 

Mr. Galbraith said he had no objec- 
tion to make such a motion to recon- 
sider. 

Solicitor Greene said Councillors 
should in future remember 
notice of. motion should always be 
given twenty-four hours before the 
meeting... 

Councillor Hill said the solicitor

and commissioners had expressed 
his reasons for bringing in the 
motion. 7 

Councillor Gaetz was of the same 
opinion as last meeting. 

The legal aspect of the case was 
placed in the. hands of the solicitor 
and commissioners.. This action of 
ours was without prejudice and did 
not really effect the legal aspect of the 
case, and therefore was proper and 
perfectly correct. It is-a difficult 
matter to look at both sides. The 
jndge could only look at one aspect of 
thecase. There was no desire to fall 
on the neck of any company as the 
News would intimate. It looked more 
is though we had the company by the 
throat and were choking the life out 
of it, He wanted the rights of the town 
as fullyasany man on the Council. 
He would not accede to forfeit one 
iota of the rights of the town. We 
would not be forfeiting the rights one 
jot or tittle by going to the Company 
and trying to settle the question 
amicably. He thought the Company 
would be willing to meet us. If not, 
then we would not lose one inch. If 
he had a matter at court he would try 
and settle that matter if possible be- 
fore going to law. He wanted to do 
the town business as he would do his 
own. He would rather be right in his 
own mind than popular. He did not 
wish to influence any member as to 
his action with regard to this matter 
tonight. 

Councillor Tallman took the stand 
that we had consulted with our solici- 
tors and taken their advice, and had 
taken opinion of Mr. Walsh and Mr. 
Bennett, and they thought we had a 
good case. He had many times tried 
to get the Council and Company to 
come together, but found it impos- 
sible. We should now let the company 
come tous. He did not think it one 
bit of use to go to the company. He 
felt the citizens wereat his back in 
this stand. 

Councillor Galbraith said it would 
not cost us one cent to go to the com- 
pany. Unless we gotthe extreme pen: 
alty of annulling the ‘franchise, we 
would be out of business, He did not 
defend the company in not answering 
correspondence of the town. It was 
not just to the Council. But if we got 
into a conference we might ask them 
if they would sell or what they would 
sell for. They might give us better 
telephone rates, as he considered the 
present rates too high. What did we 
get out of the late arbitration? The 
costs of $1,500 and the highest rates 
in the province. It seemed like a mad 
dog scare; it seemed we were afraid 
Wwe would have our clothes taken off 
and come out naked. He had been 
met by Dr. Grant on the street,a man 
who would hardly spexk to’ him, and 
had been given some wholesome 
truths, from the doctor's point of

Councillor Welliver. thought we 
should stand by the procedure of the 
old Council. — Councillor Gaetz said 
he did what he thought was right. 
He was the same. He did what he 
thought was right. He cared for 
nobody.

be better tor the Council and the com- 
pany to get together and settle mat- 
We would have been better off 
‘if we could have doneso. He was 
cautious, and he endeavored to follow 
that system, whenever he made a 
bargain he weighed it well. He had 
given this matter his deepest con- 
sideration, and respected the Council 
of last year and the legal advisers of 
the Council last year, and he felt like 
leaving matters as they advised. He 
thought the best way to settle this 
case was to let it go to the courts. 

The mayor drew attention to the 
stutement that there was a feeling 
against the company. He did not be- 
lieve that to any extent. They would 
not meet the Council; never even were 
courteous enough to respond to any 
communication, and practically treat- 
ed us with contempt. We represent 
the town and we should not be thus 
insultingly treated by a company that 
had received such valuable franchises 
from us. 

Mr. Welliver thought that it would 
be prejudicing the town.case to go to 
the.company at the present time. 

The motion was then put and car- 
ried, Hill, Tallman, Welliver and the 
Mayor voting for it, Gaetz, Galbraith 
and Carscallen voting against it. ° 

Councillor Gaetz brought in the 
following resolution, which carried 
unanimously, 

Whereas great inconvenience and 
delay of important business transac- 
tions are caused in Central Albarta by 
the fact ‘that there is no port of entry 
between the cities of Calgary and We- 
taskiwin, 

And Whereas the town of Red Deer, 
being a Divisional point on the C& E 
Railway, is so situated between these 
as to make it the most desirable point 
for the establishment of such port. 

Therefore be it resolved that the 
Secretary-Treasurer com1ounicate 
with the Department of Inland Reve- 
nue with a view of having such port 
of entry established as soon as possible. 

The Council then adjourned.

Peter Olsen Answers Dy.

To the Editor of the News, 
Sir—It ie with a feeling of re- 
gret that this opportunity is taken 
to point out to Dr. Grant that he 
either does not want to know or 
does not know what he is talking 
about in so far as practical So- 
cialism is concerned. Regret 
that the doctor should waste his 
time and energy in trying to 
frustrate the good work of others.

This 
leaves no room for ‘robbing the 
working class as consumers, con- 
sequently of Dr. Grant. to that 
effect is erroneous, or.is the cap- 
italist foolish enough to pay. too 
much for the labor power he 
purchases? In fact can the cap- 
italists pay more than they do 
even if they.wished to? If I 
remember right, Dr. Grant in his 
lecture on the ‘Yellow’ Peril,” 
pointed out that under the present 
system we should soon see Japan 
and China with their low standard 
of living and consequent cheap 
labor power, become manufactu- 
ring ‘nations, and that-we should 
either have to lower our standard 
of living or give-more efficient 
service or go down and out.-'l'rue. 
But the doctor did not: point out 
any practical remedy. We should 
cease to be Belfish and preedy. 
Just how that was to come about 
under a system-encouraging and 
enriching the most. selfish and 
greedy exploiters:was not made 
clear. In short the only points 
the doctor made clear were that 
we could exclude the Asiatics 
from this country but we- could 
not exclude the competition on 
the world market, And further 
that capital would drift towards 
the place where the largest profit 
could be made.’ Now according 
to Dr. Grant those points must ve 
vague and:-mythical as they are 
in perfect accord with Marx. The 
three volumes. of Marx’ Capital 
can be had from our own co- 
operative publishing house, Chas. 
H. Kerr Co., 118 W. Kinzie Street 
Chicago, II!., at a cost of $6, 
and contain about 3,000 pages. 
For most beginners it would be 
advisable to get our free book, 
“What to read on Socialism,’ 
and to work their way up. In 
conclusion I wish to say that Dr. 
Grant is not a member of the 
Socialist party and until such 
time‘as the doctor can take up 
the- discussion of principle his 
opposition will be wide of the 
mark. To those interested I may 
say that Parliamentary | action 
and party propaganda are two 
different things. The proceedings 
in the B.C. parliament will be re- 
ported by J. H. Burrows, and i. 
the Alberta parliament by F. 
Blake. These reports will appear 
in our official organ, The Western 
Clarion, that we may. know how 
each member votes and the extent 
of his activity in furthering the 
interest of the working class or 
otherwise. :
